I.  D.  bi-color,  deep 
cardinal  red,  white  tips  reverse  side  white  runs  nearly  en¬ 
tire  length  of  petals.  At  Ohio  Dahlia  Society  Show  in 
Cleveland  1934,  Spinning  Wheel  won  first  as  best  un¬ 
disseminated  dahlia  in  Informal  Decorative  class,  in  very 
keen  competition.  When  fully  developed  the  petals 
twist  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  one  the  impression  that 
the  blooms  are  spinning:  therefore  the  name  Spinning 
Wheel.  Good  keeper  when  cut  also  one  of  the  best  we 
grow,  to  last  on  the  bush  in  the  garden.  Very  free  from 
insects,  strong  stems,  flowers  face  up  and  free  bloomer.
